At 10:30 p.m., three hours after 
rescuers had clawed through the 
last few feet of earth with hare 
hands to reach him, the boy was 
reported reacting nicely to treat- 
ment at Mastic Hospital. 

Dr. J. H. Kris, the attending 
physician, said ‘“‘The boy’s condi- 
tion is good. He is able to talk 
and asked for food. He has taken 
some food.

CLOSE WATCH DUE 

The physician said, however, it 
would be necessary to keep a 
close watch for the next 24 hours, 
because of the danger of pneu- 
monia in such cases.

BASINSTOKE, England, May 17 (?—The will of happy-go- 
lucky Norman John Mead instructed his relatives to roll dice 
for his estate. Survivors learned today it was no dice, how- 
ever. 

Mead, a 29-year-old former army captain, was killed in a 
sports car crash in the Persian Gulf area three months ago.

MOSCOW, May 17 (#—Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko said 
today the U.S.S.R. never will accept an ‘‘open skies’’ plan for 
air inspection of all the Soviet Union in exchange for inspection of 
all the United States.

DeKalb Bond Projects 
Need Prompt Attention 


DeKalb County officials are taking the 
right course of action in seeking an early 
launching of projects approved in the 
bond election. 

Such a course will go far toward 
easing some of the reservations and re- 
sentment exercised by many DeKalb citi- 
zens over the bond issue. Most of it 
stemmed from the relatively short period 
of time between the calling of a bond elec- 
tion and the increase in tax payments of 
property owners, 

This was reflected in part in the de- 
feat of the courthouse annex proposal, 
which also had run into controversy as 
to selection of a site, and the narrow es- 
cape the parks fund had from defeat. 

These factors lend additional emphasis 
to the importance of the county commis- 
sioners and the bond commission putting 
first things first in implementing the vari- 
ous provisions on a basis of need and vot- 
ers’ preference. 

Indication that this will be done is 
disclosed in County Commission Chairman 
Claud Blount’s statement that the five- 
and-one-half-million-dollar road project 
probably will be the first to be under- 
taken. He further said that a hospital au- 
thority will be appointed within the next 
month. 

The bond issue’s proposed fund for 
public roads, which are in a sad con- 
dition in DeKalb, received the highest 
number of favorable votes. The hospital 
project was next. 

All of the approved projects are badly 
needed in the rapidly growing county of 
DeKalb.

In his Wednesday news confer- 
ence, however, he conceded that 
‘considerable’ savings could be 
made if we could get rid of preju- 
dices and unnecessary duplications 
in the three armed.services. 

This naturally raises the ques- 
tion why, if the President sees con- 
siderable savings in greater unifi- 
cation of the services, ‘he does not 
use his power to enforce more uni- 
fied planning, more clearly defined 
service missions and objectives 
and more economical procedures 
at the Pentagon. 


There is little doubt about Gen. 
Eisenhower’s views on this sub- 
ject. He has been fighting against 
wasteful and divided authority in 
the armed services ever since he 
returned from his triumphant com- 
mand in Europe 12 years ago. 


Indeed, he appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs Nov. 16, 1945, and presented 
a plan that included most of the 
suggestions now being made by 
those who contend his budget could 
be cut without reducing the se- 
curity of the nation. 

He presented his. program then 
in these words: 

1. A single executive department 
of the armed forces is essential in 
order that there may be a well- 
rounded military program which 
assures for us the maximum pro- 
tection for each dollar appropri- 
ated. 

2. It is not feasible to arrive at 
the size or composition of each 
arm without simul con- 
sidering the others. Each arm. sup- 
plements the other and no single 


service can be independently con- 
sidered. 


3. The national security is safe- 


guarded only if the security es- 
tablishment is fashioned, trained 
and administered under single di- 
rection — by a single department. 

4. The era of atomic bombs and 
pilotless missiles makes unity of 
concept, indoctrination and train- 
_ more necessary than ever be- 
ore, 

2. The pooling of talent in the 
field of scientific research and de- 
velopment is an absolute necessity. 
Only through a single department 
can coordinated development of 
new weapons be assured. 

6. There is the absolute need 
for economy in administration if 
we are, as a nation, to afford an 
adequate security establishment. 

7. Finally, there is no such thing 
as a separate land, sea or air war; 
therefore we must now recognize 
this fact by establishing a single 
department of the armed forces 
to govern us all, 

These remarks of Gen. Eisen- 
hower are an excellent summary 
of the criticisms that are being 
made now, 12 years later, about 
sie operations of the armed serv- 
ces, 

There is a Department of De- 
fense now and progress has been 
made toward unification but the 
services are still fighting for the 
development and contro] of simi- 
lar weapons and still duplicating 
supplies and services that Gen. 


Eisenhower thought were extrav-

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 17—Prep athletes from Georgia 


and Alabama match their physical prowess here Saturday 
night at Legion Field in the annual Georgia-Alabama track 
and field meet. 

On the basis of qualifying meets, Alabama enters the meet 
with an edge in nine out of 14 events. 

Alabamans have turned in better marks in the pole vault, 
broad jump, 440-yard relay, mile run, 120-yard high hurdles, 
880-yard run, 220-yard dash, 180-yard low hurdles and the 
mile relay. 

Georgians posted better performances in the high jump, 
discus, 12-pound shot put and the 100. 

In at least two events the Georgia high schoolers seem 
to be out of reach. 

Cairo’s Dickie Crane set a new Georgia record in the 
discus with a throw of 160 feet, 1% inches and the best mark 
in Alabama this season is only 140 feet, 9 inches. 

The 12-pound shot put is almost the same story. Atlanta 
Northside’s Ed Nutting tossed the shot 55 feet, 6% inches in 
the qualifying meet and has been at least two feet better on 
two other occasions. His best Alabama opponent owns a throw 
of only 48 feet, 1% inches. 

Aside from these events, the meet might well be a tossup. 
Running events with stiffer competition could produce sur- 
prise winners and maybe new times.

Re-Shape 
Figure by 


Exercising

In the spring of the year, 
many a woman comes home 
from a shopping tour determined 
to “do something’ about her 
figure. With many it isn’t so 
much a question of excess 
pounds as it is soft muscles and 
bulging inches. 

What causes figures to go to 
waist when overweight is not a 
big problem? Will specific ex- 
ercises help to re-shape the sil- 
houette? Can flabby muscles be 
restored to tone, and is it pos- 
sible to streamline the front- 
line? These are some of the 
questions asked at this season. 


Figures go to waist when the 
big muscles of the body have 
lost tone. If you are not more 
than 10 pounds above normal 
weight for your build, regular 
exercise can work streamlining 
wonders. 


TONES MUSCLES 


Exercise tones up the muscles 
and puts a stop to sagging. Also 
on the plus side, circulation is 
improved and well-being en- 
hanced. 

Stretching exercise, combined 
with side-bending, increases 
flexibility and slims the waist 
and midriff. Strongly contractive 
movements restore tone to the 
girdle muscles. 

Position: Standing with feet 
apart, arms out at sides, shoul- 
der level. 

Movement: Pull up and in 
firmly with the girdle muscles 
and bend slowly and smoothly 
sidewards, keeping shoulders re- 
laxed. Center the action from 
under arms to top of hipbones. 
Hold the stretch-bend as you 
stretch clear to fingertips. Re- 
turn to position and then bend to 
opposite side and again h-o-l-d, 
tepeat six times. 

Here’s a two-in-one exercise to 
slim waist and flatten frontline. 

Position: Stand on knees and 
arms 
out at sides, shoulder level. 
UPLIFT 

Movement: Pull upand-in 
strongly with girdle muscles and 
hold this uplift throughout exer- 
cise. Slowly bend sidewards to 
the right, aiming to touch fin- 
gers of right hand to floor, at 
the same time reaching up with 
fingers of left hand. As side- 
bend is nearly completed, with 
sheer force of girdle muscles, 
raise hips slightly off heels. 
Hold. Return to position and 
bend to other side. Repeat four 
to six times. This controlled ex- 
ercise is doubly effective.
